The betyng glad of theſe toyous good newes , rewardedthe 
berault with a of ſilbe and a chayne of gold, pzomilpng hym in 
the wozde of a pzince ,not to depardehence but abide thete the compng 
— . — 
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Bamdozough chert. and ſhoztiy returned again , 0; els thct had been 
trapped i come — — — 
ted his ſouldiets, and dilchatged his atmy. the Dcottes entendyng to 
bee reucnged ot their greate domages ; tocheim dy — 
docn and committed by — poyncted twoo armyes to 
muade Englande. Of the firſt was Thomas Halibatton 
of Dirlton,and Patrike Bebburne of Hales, whiche made a rode into 
nde, and returned with litle lofſe and no greate gain. Iftcr this 
the t̃oʒſaid (ir Battike Bebburne,enco:aged # with the p2ol- 
perous ſucceſſc of this firſt romey, with a greatc armic of the people of

tree and departed home ward, not — — 
captiues. But in thexeturne he was with therle of Nozth- 
umbetlandes vicewarden,x other gentilmen of the bo;ders at a toune 
in No:thumberlande called Neſvit,and there the Engiſhemen ſoꝛe at- 
latled and the Dcottes valiantly reſiſted but after a long fight, the 
victozy fell on the Engliſhe parte, and as Jhon Paper the Scot wt 
teth there wer lain the flower of all Lo and eſpecially ſir Ma 
tricke Hebbutne with many of his linage. There wet appꝛehended ſit 
Fhon and Willyam Cockebutne, t Robert of Bas, Jhon and Cho. 
mas Hablincton cfquiers , and a greate nomber of the coinon people, 
The crie Douglas (0:e beyng greued with the loſſe of his nacion and 
frendes,entendyng a requitement if it were poſſible of theſame dy the 
tonſente of the goucrnour of Scotlande, did gather a houge armic of 
twentie thouſande talle menne and moe. 

In the whiche armie was Loꝛd Bozdake cacle of Fife ſoune to the 
gouernour of Scotland the erle of Angus and many other eties and 
barons of the nobilifie of Scotland. Thele valiaunte capitapns and 
couragious louldioures entered into Nozthumberlande with ban- 
ners diſplayed ltke menne cther apte oz thynkyng theim ſelfes able to 
deſtrop the townes and ſpoyle the countrep and Marches of Notth- 
umbcriande.

But while he and his like gredy wolfes were le · 
kyng after thetr pzaie,the winde roſe highe and a great tempeſteous 
rage and furions ſtoune ſodaincly fi and dzowncd. rit. ot his 
great ſhippes whiche late in the mouthe ot the hauen fo: his ſafegard 
and defence. Wherot when the erle was aduertiſed, and perceupng by 
the ftryng of the beacons that the people began to aſſemble in plum- 
pes to encounter with him, and alſo ſeyng his power ſoʒe diminiſhed 
as well by theſlaughter of ſuche as ranged abzode in hope of ſpoyle 
and p2aye, as by the furious rage of the vumercitull ſec and hydeous 
tempeſt, with muche paint and great labour toke his ſhippes ce. 
and was not without icopardie of his lyte dztuen on the coaſt of B2t- 
taine and landed at ſainct Palos, The Frenchkyng 
this chice had il ſucceſſe, apointed one of his Parſhals called 
rancie, and the maiſter of his Croſbowcs with.riu. M. men,to (atle in 
to Walts, which toke ſhippyng at Bꝛeſt and had the winde to them ſo 
pꝛoſpetous that they landed at ilfozd hauen, and leautng the caſtel 
of Penb:oke vnaſſaulted, becauſe it was well fortificd, manned, and 
vitatled, beſteged the towne of Harfozde Weſt whiche was ſo wel de- 
fended by the crie of Frundell and his power that they much moe loſt 
then gained, Ind from thence they departed towarde Owen Glendoz 
whome they nominated p:ince of Wales, and founde him at the towne 
of Dindigh abidyng their compng with ten thouſand men. They wer 
of him louingly teceiued, and gentelly entertcined, and when al thyn- 
ges were pꝛepated, thei paſſed by Glamozgan ſhtre toward Woꝛztceſtet 
and there bꝛent the ſuburbes, but hearyng of the kynges appꝛochyng 
ſodainly retourned into Wales.

A wozld 
it was to ſec his quotidiane temouyug. his paintull and buſt wande- 
ryng bis trobleſome and vncettaine his continual mocton, 
his daily in the deſert, felles and craggy mountains of 
that barcine bafertile and depopulace countrep. Ind thus toſ⸗ 
ſed from countrep to counttty,. tom htll to vale tom matiſhe to 
from noughte to wozlle, without 02 pzofite, withoute vitayle oz 
ſuccour, he was of neceſſitie copeltedtco retire his atmie and rctourne 
againe to Woꝛceſtet. in whiche tetoutnyng the Welſhemen kno 
the paſſages of the countrey,toke cettatnt cartages of his laden 
vitaple to his great dilpleature, and their great comfozte, When he 
came to Woꝛceſtet perceiupng winter to appzoche which ſe aſon of the 
yere is not conuement and pzoper foz men of warre to lie in the feldes, 
and ſpecially in ſuche a barraine and hilly countrey as Wales is. dil 
petſed his armte foz that time and returned to London. in the meane 
cunc while the kyng was thus occupied in Wales, certain malicious

AFTER that the French kyng was fied from the duke of Bedfozd, 
as you haut harde beforc)ano was come to Creipy in Ualoys,he was 
credibly intomed how the cittʒens of Champaigne deſired greatly to 
be bnder bis gouernaumnee and ſubiettien. Lohertore, he mindyng not 
to leſe ſo faire an offred prep _craled not,til he came to the toune, where, 
with all reverence and beni gnitie he was received and welcomed. Ind 
after that, were rendered to hym the tounes of Denylis and Stauoys. 
And the Lozde Longuenall*ooke by felch tie caſtic of Jumarle and 
fewc all th men, and in Hozt (pace, the lo;de Barbalan, wh; - 
che long had Leen p;tſoner in the Caſtic Gavlatd io muche, what with 
faire woes and large pzomtſes perſuaded his kepers,that he not on: 
ly deuueted his awne perſone, but alſo cauſed the toune, to turne from 
thenghiſhmen,to the pact or kyng Charies his Paſter. £XOhiche kyng, 
alchough be muche retoy(cd , at the good ſucceſſe, that Fo:tunc had to 
dym leute yt he was ſomwhac deſperate, howto tetouct his countrey 
from the poſſeſſion of the Engitſhemen, except he vnknitted the knotte 
and league, bet went the duke of Surgoyn and them. M herfo;e he ſent 
bis Chauncei lo a dtuctic I'nbaſſadozs to the duke of Burgoyn,Fftrſt, 
excuſyng himſrif of the deach + murder, of duke hon bis fachzr,x af: 
tet, declatyng to him, that there could be nothing moze foule,inoze dil» 
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| The, vitj.yere of 
boneſt,no2 moꝛe deteſtable, then , toz his awne peculiar caule,#pztuate 
diſpicaſure,to ioyne with his auncient enemies, and perpetual aduer- 
ſaties againſt his natiue countrep and naturall nacton : not re- 
quiryng hym,of concozd, peace,and amtie,but alſo pzomiſyng 
mountaincs, and many more benefites then at that tymt he was either 
able 0; could pettounc. This meſſage was not lo lecrete,noz the doyug 
fo cloleiy cloked, butthe Duke of Bedfo;d , thereof was 
med. Whiche, beyng ſoꝛe troubled, and vnquicted in his mind 
he (awe the powcr ot nacton, datly ware leſſt he, of al thyn 
ges titſt toꝛſeyng .it any lofſe ſhould of chaunce,of thole tou: 
nes and countteis, whiche his noble brother, kyng the fifth had 
conquered,4in the very countrep of Fraunce , fozlacke of tuicion oz de: 
fence: pet to2 an ankethold he detetnuned to kepe,poſſeſſe,and defende, 
the Duchie of Noznandy the olde inhetitaunce and aunciente patri- 
mon ot the kynges of Englande,and fro them onelp,by fozce and not 
by tuſtice, by violence and not by right , lithe the tyme of Kkyng Henty 
the chirde,(the deuiliſhe deuilion then teignyng in the tealme . 
fully detcined, and mturioufly vſurped, Xherckoze , he diligently pzo- 
uldyng , fo: thynges that might chaunce , appoyuted goucrno; of the 
citce of Parts, Lcwes of Lurenberough, biſhop of Turwine and Ely, 
beyng Chauncciloz of Ftauntc, foꝛ the kyng of England, a man of no 
{eſſe wit, then of birthe, leuyng with hym, a conuentent nombze of En- 
gliſhemen to dekende bothe the citet and territozy of Parts, x the ifle of 
Frauce then beyng in the Engliſhmens poſſeſſton and goucrnaunce, 
THE Ss E thynges thus 02dered, he departed from Matis into Nozs 
mandy and called at Koan a patitament of the the eſtates of thc du- 
chic, in the whiche he declared vnto them, the great liberties the inant- 
foldc p;tucleges, the tnnumerable benefites , whiche thei had tetetued 
of the kynges of Englande , duryng the tyme, that thet wer poſſeſſozs 
and loꝛdes of theſame duchie, not puttyng in obliuton, the mtlerp,bon - 
dage,and calamirie, whiche ther had ſuſtained, by the tntollerable poke 
and daily tributcs, continually laped in thetr neckes like Iffes, by the 
crucli and couctrous Frenchemen: and puttyng thetm allo in remem - 
dꝛaunce how the kynges of England wer not only b;zought furth and 
vilceded, of the Nozmans bloud x pzogeny, but wer the verptrue # vn- 
doubttull heites, to thelame countrep and duchte, lincally I 
lawfully diſcendyng from Rollo thc hardp, firſt duke and pzince of 
ſame dominton: Kequiryng theun farther , to ltuc m louc and amitce 
cmongelt theim (clf,to be true and obedient, to the kyng their ſouerat- 
gne Loꝛde. and to kept their othe and pzoines, made and i wont to his 
noble 5;other,kyng Henty the. v. to them, libertte 
and p:tueleges topall. While the duke of Bedfozd was ,tntertat(- 
nyng and enco;agyng the Nozmans,Chacles the newe Frenche kpng, 
beyng of his departure aduertiſed , and th;yſtpng fo; to ob · 
tatn Patis, the chief citet à pztnctpall place of reſozt, within _—_—

ttalme of Fraunce departed from the tounc of Senlis well accompa: 
med and came to the toune of ſainct Deniſe, whiche he found deſolate, 
and abandoned of all garriſon, and good gouernatice. Whettoꝛe, with 
out fozce and (mall damage, he entered into the voyed toune, and lod⸗ 
ged his atinit at Pountmarty} , and Ibberuilliers, nete adioynyng, 
and liyng to the titet of Parts. And from thence ſent J hon duke of Az 
launſon , and his ſozccrefſe Jone, called the mapde, ſent from God) 
in whom, his whole affiaunce then conſiſted, with thze thouſande light 
bozlmen,ro get again the citie of Paris, cither bp foꝛce, oꝛ by faire flat= 
o reaſonable ticatie and atter them he without delaie oꝛ defer 
ryng oftpme, with all his power.camc betwene Moũtmattyʒ and Pa⸗ 
tis, and ſodainly apppꝛochcd the gate of ſatnct Honoꝛe ſetting vp lad⸗ 
dets to the walles and caſtyng taggottes into the diches , as though, 
de would with a French bꝛagge, ſodamly haue gotte the faite cite.

Where he not only thanked the capitaines, and pzatled the citeʒes 
fo; thcir aſſured fidelitie and good will, towarde their kyng and ſoue⸗ 
teigne loꝛde, ut alſo extolled their hardines, + manly doynges, aboue 
the Dtarres,and high elementes:pꝛomiſyng to them. hono; fame and 
greate aduauncementes. Whiche gentie echoꝛtacion, ſo incoꝛaged and 
inflamed the hartcs of the Matiſtans that thei ſwate pʒꝛomiſed. and c0- 
cluded , to be frendes euet tothe kyng ot Englande and his trendes, 
and enemies alwaies to his foes and aduetſaties makyng pꝛoclama⸗ 
con by this (ile .

muntctons,to beſiege the toune of Laignp 
Wyiche Erle, with the ſhot of a Canon — the arche oft of the 
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Halle, Baylite ot Uernople,ſir Kichard Ratclife,deputie of 

Calicc, ſir Raute Neuell, fir Kaufe Standriſhe, (fir Jhon Hantoꝛde, ſix 
Richard Cuthin, ſtr Kichard Bailite of Eutenx.ſit Wil⸗ 
liam Fulthozpe,fir Thomas G of Jrelande, Dauy Halle, Tho- 
mas Dtranguiſh, Leonard Omeſtõ, Eſquiers,and Thomas Gerard, 
whiche ſolde the toune of Wounſtrean Faultyon , to the Frenchenen: 
and with all e, came tothe ſiege befoze Laignuy. He, 
there, made a bzidge of boates,and bzought his oꝛdinaunce lo nete the 
toune , that to all people , it ſemed not long able to teſiſt. But the Erle 
of Dumoys Baſtard of P:leaunce with diuerſe hardy capitaines as 
valiauntly repulſed , as the E aſſauted.

miſhyng x fightyng tn euery part, in ſo muche that the Lozde Scales 
with fourc hundzed Engliſhemen, diſcomfited at the Ryt beſide Koan, 
the Heitt and fifrenc hundzed valeaunt Frenchemen, and ſir Richarde 
. — de Fountapnes, ſir Aleyne Gerond, Alayne de Mouſay and 
Getfrey Stame capitain ot the Scottes, and the hundzed, and mo wer 
taken pꝛilonets, deſide ſtuen faire and plcaſaũt courſers.But this vic- 


tozie ſtated not the hartcs of the Frenchenacion, fo; their myndes __ 
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fofull of treaſon,and their malice ſo greate againſt the Engliſhemen, 
that many tounes turned, to the parte of kyng Charles without con⸗ 
queſt oz deſite, and dtuerle were (ould toꝛ couctouſnes, and many were 
deltueted by treaſon, as Depe, Boys de Upneennes, and other.

dꝛawe a bowe o cary a bill. Foz the lozde Willough dy, and the biſhop 
of Tyzwyne, whiche had the gouernaunce,of the greate and large citte 
of Paris, had in their company, not two thouſande Engliſhmen, Wht⸗ 
che weakenes kyng Charlcs well pettetued. Wherctoze he appoynted 
Icthur of Buitayne the Erle of Dumops Saitarde of ©O:lcaunce,the 
Lo:des de la Roche, and Lille Aidame and other valcaunt capitames, 
aſwell Burgonpons as Frenche to go be/oze Parts, truſtpng by the 
fauo: of certain citezens , with whoin he had greate intelligence, and 
knewe thengliſhemennes power and doynges . ſhoꝛtly to be loꝛde of the 
citee and toune, without any greate loſſe 0; battaill. So theſe capitay⸗ 
nes came befozerhe citee of Parts, but pertceiuyng that all thynges 
lucceded not,accozdyng to their expectacto, returned to Mount Mat⸗ 
tet, and the ne rt date,ſodatnly (et on the toune of lamct Deniſe, where, 
the Engliſhemen mantully defended theim lſelfes.but 4 oppꝛeſſed

They layed ſiege on the Nozthlpde 
of the tounc in a matiſhe groũde then beyng dꝛye, and lo depely dyched 
theic campt and ſo highly trenched it on which ttenche they layed their 
oꝛdmaunce, that it was in maner unpoſlible to entre into thetr campe, 02 
to do them any diſpleaſure oꝛ dammagt. The kynge of Englande was 
bayly aducttiſcd of theſt doynges, whiche nothing leſſe deſyzed then to 
haut the Eugliſh pale andtcrritozy enuyzoned with French foꝛtteſſes. 
Fot he perceaued well that if the Frecheme gate Dipenewe they would 
aftcrward aſſaile Newport and Grauelynge, and colequently, what w 
forcc and what with coꝛtupcion of ttwatdes their purpole was to haue 
the polſcſſion of duke Philip and all Flaunders, whiche ſhoulde not be 
to the pꝛolite of hym nos hys ſubiectes.

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In the moncth of October wer ſent into Fraunce, fir Willyvam 
Xoulyam Thyeaſozer of the kynges houſe, and docter Taplloz,as Ams 
baſſadozs from the kyng of England, x wer recciued through Fraunce

gent, whiche with muche honoz theim recetued, and 

the kynges letters, whiche ſhe tooke in greate reuerence,and ſo with her 
tounſaill, departed into her pꝛiuie chamber, and there tarted almoſt two 
houtes and then came out agam to whom Doctcr Tailoz made an tlo- 
quent Oꝛacion in Latin,of the commodities of peace,and declared that 
the kyng his Maſtet foꝛ very loue, and not foꝛ no dzed noz nede did c6- 
diſcend to peace.
